Galilee 
police chief 
suspended

TEL AVIY- — An investigation into 
the 'attempted -suicide and alleged 
sexual abuse of a policewoman, 
resulted yesterday in the suspension 
of Galilee ' Region police chief 
..Nitzav-Mishne David Franco and 
the forced leave of Area Traffic 
Division commander Rav-Pakad 
■-Haim Abramovitz. 

. The moves were taken by police 
Inspector-General Arye Ivtzan after 
a special police review board issued 
preliminary findings that Franco 
and Abramovitz may have been 
derelict in their duty and. abused 
their authority, a police spokesman 
said. 

The review board was established 
after.' Samelet (sergeant) Esther 
Oved last week' took an overdose of 
sleeping pills in her Acre apartment. 
She. said -after the unsuccessful 
suicide attempt, that an officer at 
the Acre police. station had tried to 
force her to have sexual relations 
with him. 

- : Ivtzan ’s decision — backed by In- 
terior Minister Yosef Burg — 
marked the first time an officer of 
Franco’s rank had been suspended 
from duty. 

According to unofficial reports, 
Oved claimed an officer bearing the 
rank of riitzav-mishne (assistant 
commander)- attempted to sexually 
molest her after.she complained to 
him that another officer at the Acre 
station, a rav-pakad (superinten- 
dent), was bn the take. The assistant 
commander, the reports said, not 
only dismissed Oved*s complaints, 
outright, but also tried to pressure 
her into having sexual relations.. 

Following her. suicide attempt, 
Oved showed up at the station to 
resume duties, only to be told to go 
home. High ranking echelons at 
National Police Headquarters or- 
dered her reinstated, however, 
reports said. 

It was the officer about whom 
Oved bad complained who tried to 
keep her. away from her post, the 
reports said, and Franco who up- 
held the order. 

. In a related development, the 
wife of a former police officer 
‘que^trohed by v tfie' review 
allegedly attacked Oved at the 
police station yesterday. Police 
haye filed charges. 

Both Franco and Abramovitz will 
not be allowed to resume their 
duties until the review board’s final 
report is in. A police spokesman 
said the board hoped to wrap up its 
investigation “as soon as possible.” 
Franco, . 52. has been Galilee 
region police- chief for the past 
seven years.

WASHINGTON. — The- U.S. 
State Department yesterday 
confirmed that the subject dis-

sale does on Capitol HiD before 


deciding on the specific level of 
U.S. strategic cooperation with 
Israel, they said. 

The officials explained that it 
was, therefore, “no coincidence" 
that U.S. Defence Secretaiy Caspar 
Weinberger and Defence Minister 
Ariel Sharon last Biday deferred 
until November and December a 
resumption of their talks on UjS.- 
Israeli strategic planning. The 
deadline for congressional action on 
the AWACS package is October 30. 

The administration is also waiting 
until the end of those talks in 
November and December before 
putting anything into writing on the 
nature of the U.S.-Israeli strategic 
relationship. 

U.S. and Israeli officials are 
prepared to draft a formal 
memorandum of understanding on 
the matter, but Washington first 
wants to see what happens to the 
AWACS package, according to 
U.S. officials.

Prison Service ' 
denies torture

Charges of torture, brutality and 
humiliation were levelled at prison 
warders and the military govern- 
ment yesterday during a press con- 
ference in Jerusalem held by the 
Rakah-backed League for Human 
and Civil Rights. 

The Prison Service last night 
emphatically denied these charges, 
adding that interrogations did not 
normally take place inside the 
prisons and the allegations were 
patently false. 

A 17-year-old youth from Khan 
Yunis, Yihye Fiad, alleged that 
warders in the Gaza jail tortured 
prisoners by making them stand for 
hours on end until they had to 
relieve themselves in their clothes, 
making them run with heavy 
weights until they collapsed, and 
humiliating their families in their 
presence. He said that in certain 
cases cigarettes were extinguished 
on their bodies and they were 
beaten on their genitals. 

Asad el Asad, the owner of a 
Ramallah bookstore said that the 
military government had closed his 
store and seized books which were 
meant for youth and had no 
political content. 

Advocate Felicia Langer and 
Yosef Elgazi, who organized the 
conference, also said that the 
military government consistently 
and deliberately restricted the 
movements of certain West Bank 
mayors, particularly Bass am Shak’a 
of Nablus.

TEL AVIV. - The Likud yesterday 
threatened to disrupt the opening 
session of the Na’amat convention, 
and the Alignment said if there are 
disturbances it would call in the 
police. The dispute was over in- 
viting a government representative 
to address the opening session. 

Na’amat, the Histadrut ’s wo- 
men’s movement, is due to open its 
13th convention at the Mann 
Auditorium on Tuesday. Last 
Thursday Likud members disrupted 
the His tad rut’s convention, and the 
ensuing melee was slopped only 
after police, wielding truncheons, 
entered the hall and arrested a 
Likud delegate. 

The dispute in Na’amat arose 
after invitations to the opening 
ceremony announced that the 
speakers would be MK Nava Arad, 
Na’amat’s outgoing secretary 
general; MK Dov Ben-Meir, the 
secretary of the Tel Aviv Labour 
Council; Histadrut Secretary- 
General Yeroham Meshel and 
Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres. 

Masha Lubclsky, Na’amat’s new 
secretary general, said- last night 
that she had invited Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin but he declined. 
She also tried Knesset Speaker 
Menahem Savidor and Deputy 
Prime Minister Simha Ehrlich but 
without success. She added that she 
hoped a minister will still come. 

However, the Likud claimed that 


the meeting was turning into a 
Labour Party convention. "Why 
will there be no government 
representative there?" asked 
Zevulun Shalish, the head of the 
Likud faction in the Histadrut “On 
what basis was Peres invited?” 

Shalish told The Jerusalem Post 
that if the Likud faction is not 
satisfied “the Na’amat convention 
will be as stormy as the Histadrut 
convention." 

Meanwhile, Histadrut leaders are 
divided on whether sanctions 
should be imposed on the opposi- 
tion Likud faction following last 
week's melee. 

A special Histadrut committee 
headed by the chairman of the 
Trade Union Department, Yisrael 
Kessar, tomorrow wfli consider the 
choices for Histadrut action. Its 
recommendations will be presented 
to the labour federation's executive, 
which will meet on Monday. 

One of the committee members, 
Naftali Ben-Moshe of Mapam, ad- 
vocated steps which would lead to 
the Likud's expulsion from the 
Histadrut. He maintained that the 
Labour federation should be 
socialist-oriented and that the 
presence of the Likud in its midst 
was therefore "unnatural." 

However, more moderate 
Histadrut leaders maintained that 
the Alignment leadership should 
limit itself to a condemnation of the 
Likud and to the establishment of a 
code of behuviour determining the 
factions' rights and duties. 


Ehrlich: Sinai must go, but 
other settlements will stay

TEL AVIV. — Agriculture Minister 
Simha Ehrlich yesterday firmly 
rebuffed suggestions by leaders of 
Jewish settlements in the ad- 
ministered territories that Israel 
cancel its planned evacuation of 
Yamit and the northeast Sinai 
moshavim. But he promised that the 
move will not be repeated 
elsewhere. 

Speaking in his ofifice here to 
heads of local authorities from the 
West Bank, Gaza Strip and Golan 
Heights, Ehrlich reiterated that 
Israel will fulfill all its international 
agreements, including the return of 
Sinai to Egypt. “I appeal to the set- 
tlers through you, he said, to accept 
the decision of the government and 
Knesset and evacuate Use settle- 
ments when the time comes." 

At the same lime, Ehrlich 
promised that “the settlement 
process in the future will receive 
national momentum." He told the 
group -that. the.. government, js nqw. 
completing the settlement phase- 
and* is about to start augmenting ex- 
isting ones. 

“This includes building industries 
and infrastructure such as roads. 


telephones, electricity and houses," 
he said. "These settlements must be 
. transformed from bedroom com- 
munities to settlements that will be 
full of people and activities during 
the whole day too.’ 1 

The settlers called on Ehrlich to 
release frozen funds and to find 
more money to speed up the 
augmentation process. They stres- 
sed that only in this manner can the 
government allay fears that the 
Yamit withdrawal will be repeated 
elsewhere. 

Deputy Agriculture Minister MK 
Michael Dekel, who also par- 
ticipated in the meeting said that the 
government is planning to establish 
another three or four settlements in 
Judea and Said aria before enlarging 
the existing ones. 

Dekel earlier this week told 
newsmen that the building in Judea 
and Samaria during the coming four

Kissinger categorically against PLO talks

NEW YORK. — Former secretary 
of stale Henry Kissinger said yester- 
day that he is opposed to American 
talks with the PLO even if the ter- 
rorist organization were to fulfil the 
two conditions mentioned in the 
1975 American-Israeli memoran- 
dum — recognition oflsrael and ac- 
ceptance of UN Security Council 
Resolution 242. 

"It is inconceivable that an 
organization that is aimed at 
destabilizing the Middle East will 
accept a demilitarized West Bank 
mini-state,” said Kissinger, speak- 
ing at the annual dinner of the 
American Friends of Ben-Gurion 
University. “A PLO state will have 
a destabilizing influence in the area, 
especially on Jordan. The Middle 
East doesn’t need a new Arab 


radical slate.” 

Kissinger, who was yesterday 
awarded the degree of honorary fel- 
low by Shlomo Gazit, the univer- 
sity's new president, rejected at- 
tempts to compare Egyptian Presi- 
dent Anwar Sadat to the late shah of 
Iran. He said Sadat deserved con- 
tinued U.S. support even though he 
was “hardly a democrat in the 
western sense." 

“Even in its present state, Egypt 
is pursuing more humane policies 
than any other country in the 
region,” Kissinger said, referring to 
the arrest of about 1,500 religious 
and political opponents in Egypt. 

"We have an interest in that 
moderate, pro-West forces be 
strengthened (in the Arab world) 
rather than weakened in the name 
of some perfection,” he added. 

Kissinger praised the agreement 


reached between the U.S. and Israel 
on strategic cooperation, but 
emphasized that American-Israeli 
agreement on the territorial issue is 
necessary in order to secure the al- 
liance. 

Although he rejected the es- 
tablishment of a new Palestinian 
state and emphasized that the Arab- 
Israel problem is only one of many 
in the area, among them Soviet ex- 
pansionism and intcr-Arab rivalries, 
Kissinger called on the U.S. and 
Israel to discuss the future of the 
West Bank “before time runs out 
for us." He expressed a fear that if 
the issue is * not discussed between 
the two countries now it might be 
raised in the future “under the pres- 
sure of crisis which will develop a 
momentum of its own and will make 
a solution of the issue even more 
difficult. *•' — i

Attorney-General Yitzhak Zamir 
will submit his opinion on the legal 
aspects of the controversial City of 
David archeological excavations to 
Education Minister Zevulun Ham- 
mer on Sunday. 

Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Shlomo. 
Goren last night said that he is try- 
ing to persuade “the relevant 
political bodies" — that is, the 
National Religious Party and 
Agudat Israel — to insist on the im- 
mediate legislation of Cause 45 of 
the new government coalition 
agreement. The clause deals 
specifically with the eventuality of 
archeological excavations at the. site 
of a cemetery and empowers the 
Chief Rabbinate to decide on the 
future of such excavations. 

Both Goren and Hammer yester- 
day expressed great satisfaction 
with the High Court minority report 
submitted by Justice Yitzhak 
Kahan. Justices Moshe Landau and 
Shiomo Levin on Tuesday denied 
the legal right of the Chief Rab- 
binate to determine state policy in 
giving reasons for the court’s in- 
terim injunction on September 4 
overturning Hammer's suspension 
of the excavations. Kahan sup- 
ported the ruling but expressed 
“doubts” about the reasoning 
behind the majority's opinion. 

Zamir’s opinion will offer con- 
stitutional guidelines to the govern- 
ment on the legal standing of 
halachic rulings by the Chief Rab- 
binate as well as on who has the 
authority to determine what is a 
Jewish cemetery or to suspend or . 
stop licenced excavations. 

The opinion was to have been 
submitted this week. But Zazni and 
his assistant, Yoram Bar-Sela, Were 
forced to delay the submission by 
the publication of the reasons for 


the High Court ruling. 

It has been learned that the 
court’s judgment, which, was highly 
critical of Hammer's motives and 
actions in suspending the Area G 
excavations, is regarded in the 
attorney-general's office as 
providential, it butresses some of 
the points Zamir in any case in- 
tended to make. Zamirs opinion 
will, it is believed, incorporate ver- 
batim some of the High Court's 
reasoning. 

The High Court judgment stated 
that Hammer had apparently been 
swayed to issue the suspension 
order on September 1 by the 
haiachic ruling issued by the two 
chief rabbis on August 19 which 
declared Area G the site of an an- 
cient Jewish cemetery and forbade 
excavations in it. The minister had 
also been influenced by the resolu- 
tion of a joint session pf the 
Supreme Rabbinical Council and 
the Supreme Rabbinical Court, on 
August 26, which endorsed the 
Chief Rabbis’ halachic ruling. 

The. High Court ruled, however, 
that government officials and 
ministers, whether or not observant, 
should not subordinate their official 
judgement to rabbinical injunctions 
and that the rabbinate is not by law 
empowered to determine facts 
relating to the implentation of laws. 

It is unlikely that Zamir’s opinion 
will rule one way or another on the 
“fact” in question: whether or not 
Area G was the site of a late 
medieval Jewish cemetery. 

But the attorney-general’s opi- 
nion may well present and analyse 
the conflicting sets of proofs and 
evidence on this factual . point and 
offer an indication of which set was 
found to be more persuasive. 

One informed source yesterday 
suggested that Zamir’s opinion may 
sharply distinguish between “lots 5

Republican Senator Bob 
Packwood of Oregon, a leading op- 
ponent of foe sale, has been severe- 
■ty criticized by Reagan adminlstra-- 
lion officials, who have leaked 
stories to the news media that 
Packwood was spearheading the 
drive only to secure Jewish cam- 
paign contributions. Packwood has 
denied the accusations. 

The administration, meanwhile, 
has established three working 
groups to sell the AWACS package 
I to members of Congress. Heading 
, them are national security adviser 
Richard Allen, James Buckley,’ 
undcr-sccretary of state for security 
assistance, and Fred Dde, under- 
secretary of defence for policy plan- 
ning. 

But in a show of strength, the 22- 
member California House 
Democratic delegation, the largest 
in Congress today, declared itself 
unanimously tippdsed to the sale 
and urged the House Foreign Af- 
fairs Committee to hold hearings on 
the proposed sale . “as soon as 
feasible.” 

The delegation sent a letter to 
Reagan saying it believes the sale of 
AWACS to the Saudis “would be 
profoundly contrary to the interests 
of the United States.” 

Another letter .was rent to Rep. 
dement Zablocki, (Dcm.-Wis), 
chairman, of the- committee, urging 
him to schedule the meetings. 

Rep. Don Edwards, an initiator of. 
the move, noted that the delegation 
sent its letter to Reagan so he could 
know the views of his fellow Califor- 
nians. They wrote: “We folly share 
your stated desire to farther ad- 
vance foe Camp David process and 
to strengthen relations both with 
Israel aad_ with friendly Arab na- 
tions, but- we believe - that the 
proposed Saudi arms package 
would increase; tensions and in- 
stability in ’the Middle East and 
would threaten the integrity of some 
of our most sophisticated weapons 


systems.’* 

The Wall Street Journal yesterday 
rejected foe administration’s argu- 
ments in favour, of the sale. In alead 
editorial entitled “The Saudi 
problem,” foe influential newspaper 
charged that the Saudis, “Ike the 
Soviets, supply money and 
rhetorical support to foe terrorist 
Palestine Liberation Organization.” 

The edhorial continued: “The 
whole episode, in fact, was mis- 
handled from the start. In 
retrospect, the Saudis should have 
been offered their choice of two op- 
tions: a joint command relationship 
for the AWACS or the outright 
purchase of the E-2C (Hawkeye), a 
similar but less- capable plane we 
have sold to other nations, including 
Israel. Instead, they were more or 
less promised the plane by the joint 
. chiefs in the lame-duck days of the 
Carter administration, and this deri- 
sion was ratified by the Reagan ad- 
ministration before it had even fil- 
led its staff. In short, the homework 
was never done. 

' “By now, the security issues, involv- 
ved h aye been wotaken by questions 
of saving face — for the Saudis, for 
Mr. Reagan, for Mr. Begin. Amid 
the tumult, there is a very real 
problem of how to defend the 7 Per- 
sian Gulf, but no one seems to 
notice.

They are on trial for al- 
legedly lying at Baranes' trial by 
claiming that Marcus was not pre- 
sent at the reconstruction. 

Nitzav-Mishne Shlomo Gal told 
the Jerusalem District Court that 
“on a cold winter night" last 
January, Sgan-Nitzav Uzi Navot (a 
state's witness in the current trial) 
came to see him and said that a cer- 
tain police officer had "highly 
problematic material concerning 
senior officers which could throw 
new light on the Rahel Heller 
murder.” 

The unidentified policeman later 
turned out to be Navot himself. Gal 
said he believed Navot's version 
even though he had perjured 
himself at Baranes' trial. 

During questioning by Marcus, 
who is acting as his own counsel, 
Gal vehemently denied that he had 
tried to influence all the officers 
who had participated in the 


reconstruction to alter their 
testimony from that given at the 
Baranes trial. At one point, 
when Gal admitted that he 
had not kept minutes of a certain in- 
terrogation, Marcus called out: 
“You’ll yet be an investigator one 
day." The judge immediately 
rebuked Marcus and told him: 
“You may not insuh a witness — 
even if he. is a police investigator,” 
he added 'ironically. 

The name of Ya'acov Kedmi, 
formerly head of the police in- 
vestigations division and currently a 
Tel Aviv District Court judge, again 
came up in testimony. Several days 
ago Navot claimed that Kedmi had 
told him: “Look here, this is the 
third investigating team on the Hel- 
ler case.

Missing boy’s body found; 
murder is suspected

HAIFA. — The body of 12-year-old 
Yisr&el Nulman, who had been mis- 
sing since Monday, was found 
yesterday afternoon in a ravine near 
the Abba Khoushy Community 
Centre here — only a few undred 
metres from his home in the 
Yizraelia neighbourhood. 

Preliminary forensic examination . 
showed that the boy had been 
murdered and his body was later 
moved to the site, Haifa police chief 
Tat-Nitzav Meshulam Anut- toW a 
press conference last night. : He 
refused to givedefafls pending more 
progress in the investigation. 

Amit would not disclose how or 
when the boy was killed or whether 
police had found any witnesses, but 
said that apparently the boy had not 
been sexually molested. A special 


investigation team has been as- 
signed to tbe case. 

Yisrael was last seen around 7.15 
p.m.

UNRWA education said in danger 


AMMAN (AP). — The UN Relief 
and Works Agency for Palestinian 
refugees has again sounded the 
alarm it may have to suspend its 
educational services to an estimated 
1 .3 million persons due to a budget 
deficit, an UNRWA official said 
yesterday. 

Olof Rydbeck, UNRWA’s 
commissioner-general, said during a 
visit to Jordan that the organiza- 
tion's budget deficit was now runn- 
ing at $80m., SlOm. above last year's 


repotted deficit. 

Rydbeck said UNRWA could 
continue its operations, “only until 
the end of 1981 and then we will 
decide whether to continue or not." 

Earlier this year, UNRWA 
threatened to send dismissal notices 
to some 5,000 Palestinian teachers 
in Jordan if the budgetary shortfall 
was not amended. It later delayed 
the decision after extra contribu- 
tions were made by the U.S., Saudi 
Arabia, Libya and Japan.

Leading Polish dissident: 

Government ‘paralyzed,’ 


Solidarity must step in 


WARSAW (UPI). — Poland's 
leading dissident and a key 
Solidarity union adviser yesterday 
predicted the downfall of the com- 
munist regime, said Solidarity must 
step in to fill the power gap and cal- 
led for a “council of national 
salvation" to rule the country. 

The Polish Roman Catholic 
church, in a statement by the full 
episcopate, said tensions in the 
country were so high “that once 
again the road to the common con- 
ference table should be sought." 

Jacek Kuron, leader of the chief 
dissident group KOR, said in an ar- 
ticle in a Warsaw Solidarity news 


sheet that the government was 
powerless and discredited, the 
Community Party “paralysed" and 
split, and Solidarity had to help 
share a new power structure. 

He said the people distrusted the 
authorities so much that, "if one 
day the government laid a golden 
egg, the people would say, first.it is 
not golden, second, it is not an egg, 
and third, the government didn't lay 
it but only stole it from us and gave 
it to the Soviet Union." 

Kuron has long been targeted by 
authorities and the East Bloc as the 
chief "anti-socialist" trying to 
manipulate Solidarity for his own 


goals. His article — published as his 
personal opinion and not that of the 
union itself — came at a time of bit- 
ter charges that Solidarity is trying 
to take over political power. 

Kuron predicted that the party 
was so. split that it eventually "will 
break apart and its larger segment 
will side with the revolution." 

He said he believed a “council of 
national salvation," including 
representatives of Solidarity, the 
church, the party and the govern- 
ment leadership, should be formed 
to pick up the pieces and "deal with 
a definite programme — this 
programme should be worked out 
by Solidarity in advance." 


In other developments, the of- 
ficial news agency PAP quoted the 
state censorship board as saying this 
week's edition of Solidarity's of- 
ficial weekly SoHdamosc will not ap- 
pear. 

The weekly's editor had said he 
would halt presses on the issue if the 
censors did not reverse their deci- 
sion to ban from print two items 
dealing with the controversy over 
Solidarity’s message supporting free 
trade unions in other East Bloc 
countries. 

The weekly's editorial office said 
the censors did not change their 
decision. 


Salvador leftists take over 
garrison town in south 


SAN SALVADOR (UPI). — Leftist 
guerrillas on Tuesday seized a 
military garrison in a strategic town 
near the Honduran border and 
raised their rebel banner over the 
National Guard outpost, military of- 
ficials said. Heavy fighting was 
reported in the garrison town of San 
Ignacio, three kilometres south of 
the Honduran border. 

By nightfall, the rebels were fly- 
ing their banner from the rooftop of 
the National Guard outpost, in- 
dicating they had taken the 
guardsmen as prisoners, a local 
military spokesman said. 

He refused to give the number of 
troops involved, but there generally 
are about 20 to 30 soldiers and 100 
to 150 government-armed civilian 
militiamen stationed in towns the 
size of San Ignacio, with a popula- 
tion of 7,500. 

The spokesman, based in the 
town of La Palma just south of San 


Ignacio, said the rebels had cut the 
main highway passing from San 
Salvador to San Ignacio and rein- 
forcements could not aid the cap- 
tured soldiers. 

Before the San Ignacio attack 
was reported. Junta President Jose 
Napoleon Duarte called on leftist 
guerrillas to lay down their arms 
and participate in the coming elec- 
tions. 

“If the Democratic 
Revolutionary Front considers itself 
a representative political force...it 
should lay down its weapons, 
register as a political party and take 
part in the elections," Duarte said. 

Duarte's remarks were the first 
time a member of El Salvador's 
military-civilian junta referred to 
the revolutionary front by name as a 
possible contender in the March 
balloting for an assembly that will 
set the rules for the 1983 presiden- 
tial elections.

Vietnam denies use of poison 


BANGKOK (Reuter). — Vietnam 
yesterday denied U.S. charges that 
its forces in Laos and Kampuchea 
were using chemical weapons. But 
in Bangkok the Thai army said it 
had evidence that they were and ad- 
ded that Thai bordet* patrols had 
been equipped with gas masks. 

The controversy followed an al- 
legation by the U.S. State Depart- 
ment on Monday that Soviet- 
backed forces in Laos, Kampuchea 
and Afghanistan were using deadly 
poisons. It said the chemicals 


caused vomiting and eventual 
death. 

But in its first reaction yesterday, 
Vietnam dismissed ■ the charges as 
slander and an attempt to cover up 
American use of chemicals during 
the Vietnam war. 

Western diplomatic sources in 
Pakistan said the only indication 
that toxic chemical weapons might 
have been used in Afghanistan were 
unconfirmed reports early last year 
of unexplained deaths in the north- 
eastern Badakhshan province. 


NEW YORK (AP). — An elderly 
diamond jeweller was kidnapped on 
his way to synagogue on Tuesday, 
but police said he was freed without 
the knowledge of his abductors who 
continued to demand a S7 million 
ransom. There were no immediate 
arrests. 

The victim, Moses Dyckman, 86, 
was trussed, handcuffed and hidden 
in the basement of an abandoned 
Harlem building while the kidnap- 
pers made their ransom demands on 
his family. 

Police said be was freed un- 


harmed four hours later by 
neighbourhood residents before any 
money changed hands. Negotiations 
were said to have continued with 
the kidnappers unaware their victim 
had gained his release. 

A police spokesman said 
Dyckman was seized by two men as 
he left his home to walk across the 
street to a synagogue. He was said 
to have been driven across town to a 
building in Harlem. 

The victim was described as 
owner of a jewelry store in Manhat- 
tan's diamond districL

NEW DELHI (Reuter). — Uproar 
broke out in parliament early 
yesterday when Prime Minister In- 
dira Gandhi's government won ap- 
proval for a bill allowing it to ban 
strikes ir, essential services. 

Opposition members tore up 
copies of the bill and scattered them 
around the chamber of the lower 
house (Lok Sabha) before walking 
out in a final protest as the measure 
was passed after a marathon ses- 
sion. 


Republicans urge 
further cuts in 
military spending 

WASHINGTON (Reuter). — 
Republican congressional leaders 
urged President Ronald Reagan 
yesterday to- more than double his 
proposed military spending cuts, 
but the White House said the issue 
was not negotiable. 

Congressional sources said the 
Republican leaders were calling for 
S31 billion in military spending 
reductions and SI 14 billion in total 
budget cuts over the next three 
years. The president has proposed 
trimming the defence budget by SI 3 
billion over this period. 

Senate budget committee 
chairman Pete Domenici said 
Reagan responded to the recom- 
mendations by saying: “We are 
looking at everything." 

But a White House spokesman 
said: ‘There was no latitude with 
regard to these defence cuts as far 
as the president was concerned." 

The Republican leaders said Pen- 
tagon spending would still grow at 
an average of 7 per cent a year. 


The opposition had fought the bill 
clause - by clause in two days of 
hotted debate. But the government 
has a two-thirds majority in the 
house and, after the opposition 
stormed out, the measure was final- 
ly passed unanimously to cheers of 
ruling Congress Party members. 

The bill, which now goes to the 
upper house (Raj Sabha), gives the 
government sweeping powers to dis- 
miss strikers, arrest them without 
warrant, try them summarily and 
impose fines and jail terms.

(AS ALA) was responsible for a 
bomb explosion on Tuesday night 
that damaged the Turkish Airlines 
office here and injured two people. 


AVILA BEACH, California 
(Reuter). — Police arrested some 
320 anti-nuclear demonstrators who 
used ladders and boats in an at- 
tempt to invade a new atomic power 
station on Tuesday night. 

Seven hundred policemen and 
National Guardsmen stopped the 
dem onstratora, estimated by police 
to number up to 2,000, from 
reaching the controversial $2.3 bil- 
lion Diablo Canyon power station 
on the rugged Californian coast. 

The demonstrators maintain that 
the station, which has yet to go into 
production, is dangerous because it 


is close to an earthquake fault. But 
power station officials say the two 
nuclear reactors have been rein- 
forced to withstand massive earth 
tremon. 

About 70 demonstrators, singing 
anti-nuclear songs, threw wooden 
ladders against the barbed wire 
fence and clambered into the sta- 
tion grounds. Later, a second wave 
of 200 dcra<mstxators went ovct.t^e 
wire and police began Ihaking ar- 
rests on charges of trespassing.

India cautious on Pakistani offer for talks 


NEW DELHI (AP). — India yester- 
day reacted cautiously to Pakistan's 
offer for talks on mutual security 
concerns and its proposed no- war 
pact. An Indian spokesman told 
reporters that the Pakistani 
proposal was being studied but 
refused to elaborate. 

On Tuesday, Pakistan announced 
it has accepted a S3 billion package 
of economic aid and military credits 
From the U.S. and told India that it 
was prepared to enter talks on 
“non-aggression guarantees.” 

In a statement, the Pakistani 
Foreign Office added that the arms 
supply, which has been bitterly op- 
posed by India, was partially meant 
to replace obsolete defence equip- 


ment. 

The two neighbours have fought 
three wars since they became in- 
dependent in 1947. 

The low-key Indian response con- 
trasted with earlier negative reac- 
tion to similar Pakistani suggestions 
from New Delhi. India has said that 
Pakistan should instead concentrate 
on implementing the Simla Agree- 
ment. That accord formally ended 
the 1971 Indo-Pakistani war which 
led to Bangladesh's independence 
and also called for close trade, 
economic and cultural relations. 

Indian Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi says that the arms deal 
could trigger an arms race cm the 
subcontinent. She also has pointed 


out that arms previously supplied by 
the U.S. to Pakistan were used 
against India in the three wars. 

In Washington, government of- 
ficials yesterday urged congres- 
sional support of the six-year 
American military and economic 
aid package for Pakistan, arguing 
that it was vitally needed to help 
Pakistan stand firm against Soviet 
power in southwest Aria.

UK Liberals 
join Social 
Democrats 

LLANDUDNO, Wales (UPI). - 
Britain's an all, middle-of-the-road 
Liberal Party, power hungry after 
36 years in the political wilderness, 
voted overwhelmingly yesterday to 
join the new Social . Democratic 
Party in an alliance aimed at secur- 
ing power jointly after the next 
parliamentary elections in about 
two years. 

The vote in the Liberals' annual 
convention at this North Wales 
beach resort was 1,600 to 2 12. 

Liberal leader David Steel said 
the alliance’s aim is to break Bri- 
tain’s present two-party system, un- 
der which Conservatives and 
Labour have alternated in power 

since 1945. . 

*" The Liberals, once Britain’s , 
largest party, have been out of! 
government since 1945 and have not 
been a major political force since : 
World War I. Their current 
parliamentary strength is only 11 
out of 635 MPs. 

The Social Democrats, also a 
middle-of-the-road group, were 
formed only last March by four 
former, senior Labour ministers, 
nicknamed the “gang of four." 

They quit Labour to protest its in- 
creasingly left-wing policies, in- 
cluding unilateral nuclear disarma- 
ment, withdrawal from the Euro- 
pean Common Market and aboli- 
tion of the House of Lords. 

The Social Democrats currently 
have 16 members of Parliament — 
15 of them former Labourites and 
one former Conservative. However, 
there have been widespread predic- 
tions that, if Labour swings still 
further to the left at its own conven- 
tion on September 27, another 20 
party MPs may defect to the Social 
Democrats. , 

The Liberal debate showed an | 
overwhelming majority for an al- 
liance with the Social T) eurocrats. 
Liverpool city council leader Sir 
Trevor Jones said, “We have no 
alternative to an alliance to break 
the mold of British politics and to 
throw out the two parties' that are 
bringing us into ripcUne.” '. 

Lrtieral parHamtntary whip Alan 
BeiTf said, “We have the hope and 
belief this is tbe way forward. If we 
sayfno’ the country will not wait for 
us.” 

Steel said afterwards Liberal and 
Social Democratic leaders now will 
work out details for choosing elec- 
tion candidates to ensure that only 
one, either a Liberal or a Social 
Democrat, contests each 
parliamentary district on a middle- 
of-the-road ticket. 

Shirley Williams, one of the 
“gang of four” and a former seaior 
Labour government minister, said. 
“The next thing we have to do is to 
sort out our relations with the 
Liberals on candidates and on 
policy." 


Royal portrait ripper 
jailed for six months 

LONDON (Reuter). — A 20-year- 
old student from Northern Ireland, 
who slashed a portrait of the 
Princess of Wales, was jailed yester- 
day Tor six months and ordered to 
pay £1 ,000 (IS24.000) for its repair. 

Paul Salmon, who was born in 
Malta and comes from Belfast, told 
police after the incident On August 
29 that he had “done it for Ireland,” 
a London magistrates court heard. 

He said he was a nationalist and 
attacked the portrait because it was 
a symbol of everything English. But 
the magistrate was not convinced* 
“In my view you are just an im- 
mature young vandal who wanted to 
show off,” he said.

Khamenei suffered lung and wind- 
pipe injuries in an assassination at- 
tempt by a booby-trapped tape 
recorder that exploded near the 
microphone of a- Teheran mosque 
while he was delivering a sermon on 
' June 27, five days after the ouster of 
■ ex-president Abolhassan Bani-Sadr. 

Although Khamenei was dis- 
charged from hospital seven weeks 
later, the injuries still prevent him 
from resuming his influential job as 
Teheran's Friday prayers’ imam 
(leader). Khamenei also is 
Khomeini’s personal representative 
on Iran’s Supreme Defence Coun- 
cil, which handles the one-year-old 
war with Iraq, and a parliament 
member from Teheran. 

The 12-man Council of Guar- 


dians is to select the final con- 
tenders in- -the forthcoming 
presidential elections from a total of 
44 aspirants before Saturday. 

Anti-Khomeini Mujahedin, guer- 
rillas have meanwhile been es- 
calating their street riots in Teheran

French government defeats 
opposition censure motion 


PARIS (UPI). — The leftist govern- 
ment yesterday easily defeated , an 
opposition censure motion seeking 
the rejection of -the ' cabinet's 
economic and social reform 
programme. 

The rightist motion, submitted to 
the National Assembly, was en- 
dorsed by only 154 votes, far short 
of the 246 majority required to over- 
turn the cabinet. Under the con- 
stitution, only deputies hostile to 
the government take pert in a cen- 
sure ballot in the 491-seat chamber. 

The vote came after Premier 
Pierre Mauroy outlined in parlia- 
ment the new economic and social 
policies of the Socialist-led regime 
which, he said, would help France 
beat fts economic difficulties and in 
particular, the growing unemploy- 
ment. 

Tbe premier, finnly backed by ms 
socialist party and its Communist al- 


lies, announced measures including 
a shortening of the working week to 
39 hours next year and to 35 hours 
by 1985, and the lowering of retire- 
ment age to 60 from 65 years. This, 
he said, will create new jobs for the 
younger generations. 

Other measures included a 
special wealth tax, increased family 
and housing allowances, special six 
to 12-raonth contracts for un- 
employed youth to work on 
reforestation in national perks and 
other public projects. 

While oppostion members 
shouted “provocation'* ana 
“demagoguery,” and banged then- 
pulpits, Mauroy said the past 
regime of Valery Giscard D’Estaing 
was to be blamed for the 1.8 million 
jobless mid other economic short- 
comings. In the Senate, the opposi- 
tion members, walked out so as not 
to listen to. the premier's statement.

Beersheba, Dimona, Mitzpe 
Ramon and Eilat these are 
the four focal points for industrial 
development.

In order 
to attract' entrepreneurs, the zone 
which does Lhe beckoning must 
show that it is linked with the 
market — in other words, with the 
heart of the country. Factories will 
not burgeon until their environment 
is integrated into Israel's infrastruc- 
ture. .

NEXT, AGRICULTURE: The 
-future new city that people talk 
' about is the -place currently called 
Merkaz Sapir (near Ein Yahav), due 
to be the urban centre of an 
agricultural zone in the northern 

■ Arava. Eilat is the urban centre for 
agriculture in the southern Arava.'. 

The area with the greatest 
agricultural potential is the zone 
stretching west af Nahal Bsor, once 
intended to have its urban centre . 
and outlet in Yamit. Ra’anan Weitz, 
of the Jewish Agency Settlement 
Department, suggested at the time 
i 10 settlements in that 2ra. dunam 
region of fertile sofl — assuming 
water was available. 

What is left of his grandiose pan 
is 20 settlements proposed for 
Pit'hat Shalom, since the other part, 
Pit’hat Rafiah, *is soon to be 
vacated. A further 10 settlements 
will go up in the noithrln the area 
between Beersheba "and Hebron, 
and 10 in the Arava. 

THE BOTTLENECK, as ever, is 
water. Is there enough even for the 
latest, more realistic plans? Var- 
dimon is convinced that the Negev 
can supply it if the drillers probe 
deeply enough: “They used to dig 
400m., they mbw-go down to 8f)ftn*i r 

■ MJOOra — and the water is there. 
New wells i^Parari cuftently supply 
Mitzpe Ramon — and will soon 
make desalination unnecessary in 
Eilat,” he says confidently. 


Tahal in Tel Aviv is less confi- 
dent: “We don’t say it is all a delu- 
sion. There is Nubian sandstone un- 
der the Negev which could be 
hoarding fossil water and might 
yield supplies (albeit non- 
replenishable) for a decade or more. 
What we say is, find ‘the water first, 
then buQd the settlements. Don’t 
build the settlements— and then ask 
us for a Temporary' advance from 
our depleted reserves until the 
.water turns up. That won’t work.” 

THE NEGEV must -grow, with or 
without water. Which is to say, with 
dr without agriculture. Giant 
building operations have been 
launched under the army’s re- 
deployment programme. Infrastruc- 
ture investment during the years 
1979-83 will be IS65b. (at 1979 
prices) — IS35b. on military camps 
and installations, IS25b. on airfields, 
lS5b. oh roads, and a modest IS5b. 
on agricultural settlements. 

Vardimon insists that there is ex- 
cellent coordination with the 
civilian authorities and nothing is 
done without a proper building 
licence; indeed the District Town 
Planning Commission has es- 
tablished a special sub-committee 
to deal with the army programme. 

Differences are resolved by a 
committee of directors-general set 
up for that purpose under Haim 
Kubersky, of the Interior Ministry. 
Thus, the army wanted a training 
area in Tse'elim, which intrudes not 
only into the Bsor farming zone but 
onto a site at the periphery booked 
for an atomic power-station. 

The committee decided that as 
both the farms and the power sta- 
tion are still a vision for the future, 
the army may exercise in Tse’elim, 
provided it does not erect any per- 
manent installations there. 

On the other hand, in Birkat 
Uvda, near Yotvata, the military's 
need for an airfield comes first, and 
the agriculturalists had to yield. But 
they will farm, it was decided, all 
round the airfield — using the air- 
port’s sewage water for irrigation. 
Vardimon announces triumphantly. 

The system of airfields, due to' 
replace vacated air bases in Sinai, 
is a major undertaking; there will 
be five of them in the Negev, in- 
. eluding a new civilian one for Eilat. 
Biggest venture is Nevatim, at Bir 
Malhata, designed to he a duaJ- 
\ and 1 

THE CIVILIAN ASPECT is not 
new. Israel’s sole international air- 
port, Ben-Gurion, is cramped and 


eamiot easily expand. "fhree settle- 
ments stand in the way — one of

feach will be based on a town, as a 
staging-post for visitors. The 
Makhtesh Ramon Park will be 
linked to Mitzpe Ramon, the Safari 
Park in the Arava to Merkaz Sapir, 
the Timna Park to Kibbutz Yotvata, 
and the Judean Mountains Park in 
the. north to Arad and the Dead Sea 
resorts: 

. Add the work due to begin on the 
Mediterranean-Dead Sea canal, 
and the Negev is evidently going to 
be a hive of activity in the coming 
decade. 

The question is whether a new 
population will strike roots there: 
“We need 100,000 new settlers in 
the next six or seven years," Var- 
dimon declares — and he knows 
how they are likely to be dis- 
tributed: an addition of 7,000 in 
Mitzpe Ramon, be says, 8,000 in, 
Yeroham, 10,000 in Dimona, 10,000 
in Eilat, 13,000 in Arad, 30,000 in 
Beersheba, others in Ofakim, 
Netivol and elsewhere. 

HOW WILL THEY be employed? 
Calculations have been made about 
that. jQst over -20,000 people work 
in Negev industries today. By the 
year 2000, that number must be 
tripled to 60,000. According to a 
development plan published in 
April 1979, 10,000 of the extra 
labour force should be on the job by 
1985. 

The programme stipulated that 
25,000 of the 40,000 extra workers 
will be employed in four major 
state-and Histadrut-owned con- 
cerns: 8,000 in Israel Chemicals, the 
same number in Israel Aircraft In- 
dustries (due to manufacture the 
Lavi warplane), 5,000 in Ta’as or 
Military Industries, and 4,000 in 
Koor. That leaves 15,000 for the 
private sector. 

Everything depends on the in- 
itiative of private individuals. The 
public works that are going on offer 
exceptional opportunities, whether 
associated with, the canal and its 
proposed salt lakes, or the military 
townships, or the airports, or the 
four extensive parks and their 
tourist attraction, or the expansion 
of the four public-sectQc industrial 
Complexes, or — if. water is 
available- — the agricultural settle- 
ments. 

One problem is likely to be hous- 
ing for the new dwellers. The 
development plan points out that if 
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population is to be drawn south to 
the Negev, apartments must not 
ordy: be- built*, they- must be digger 
and better than elsewhere^ The 
schools for the children must be 
good enough to attract family men 
with qualifications, and that means 
getting good teachers for the Negev. 
— as well as good doctors, people of

HIS LETTER to Himmler, he 
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wrote that as a veteran' of World 
War I, he had considered the war 
situation and wanted to share his 
opinion “with someone I can trust 
will understand it. As you will un- 
derstand that I am unable to ap- 
proach the Fuehrer with this opi- 
nion now, I put it before you.” 

* He proposed that Germany stop 
fighting on the Eastern front and 
move the bulk of its troops to 
“throw the English, Americans and 
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•French out of North Africa ” He 
believed that this could be ac- 
complished with a relatively small 
force. If Germany captured the 
Atlantic coast of North Africa "and 
constructed U-boat pens and air- 
fields there, “it will be virtually im- 
possible to attack (German-held) 
Europe from the Atlantic." 

For this purpose he proposed 
forcing Spain to join the Germans. 
He .believed it would do so 
"whole-heartedly or half- 
heartedly," as its regime was “total- 
ly dependent" on the Axis powers 
and stood to gain much from such 
an alliance. . , - 

HE BELIEVED further that if Ger- 
many was able to “throw the 
Americans out of North Africa,” 
the moral triumph would be far 
greater than the capture of Moscow 
pr the Caucasus. Once North Africa 
was secured. Gibraltar would soon 
submit, .and this would undermine 
the British Eighth Army in Libya. 

While these actions were being 
carried out, sufficient forces could 
be kept in Russia to “stabilize” the 
front there, and when the operation 
was completed, Germany would 
then be able to destroy her enemies 
in the East and in the Middle East. 

There is no record of Himmler’s 
reaction to the proposal, which was 
made behind .Hitler’s back. 
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PALESTINIANS have not yet ac- 
cepted Israel’s right to exist because 
they lack a strong national identity. 
Israelis, on the other hand are so 
afraid of being swallowed up that 
they have surrounded themselves 
with a protective wall. 

While such a status quo persists, 
the Israeli-Palestinian conflict can- 
not reach a peaceful solution. 

This is the conclusion of two 
American Jewish psychologists and 
their PaJesLinian-bom assistant in a 
study — recently completed and 
still unpublished — entitled “Walls 
and Boundaries among Jews and 
Arabs: an Application of an 
Interpersonal Distancing Model to 
Israeli-Palestinian Relations." 

IT IS A somewhat risky business to 
apply a socio-psycho logical model 
to historical events, particularly 
when much of our knowledge 
comes from secondary sources, says 
co-author Kalman J. Kaplan, of 
Wayne State University in 
Michigan. 

Relations between Israel and its 
Arab-Islamic neighbours, however, 
can be much better understood if 
they are seen as a “match" that can 
succeed if both parties wish it to, he 
says. 

Kaplan, his wife, Moriah Markus- 
K apian, and their assistant, Nadim 
Rouhana, based then- work on the 
concept that “distancing" dynamics 
underlie a large number of marital 
conflicts. 

It leans on three major assertions, 
says Kaplan: 

□ Repetitive, non-productive in- 
terpersonal conflict behaviour 
always has a purpose and is main- 
tained by negative feedback (and a 
particular pattern of reinforce- 
ment). 

□ One major goal of conflict 
behaviour is to prevent intimacy — 
and the fear of it. 

□ Once conflict behaviour is trig- 
gered, the level of verbal and/or 
physical destructiveness begins to 
escalate, and the “snowball" starts 
rolling. However, people do have a 
fundamental need for closeness, he 
notes, and sometimes, this exceeds 
intimacy anxiety, leading to con- 
ciliatory behaviour and the eventual 
re-emergence of intimacy. 

This is temporarily gratifying, but 
the intimacy soon begins to 
stimulate anxiety and defensive 
conflict is again triggered. 

. Summing up, th? theory suggests 
that marital conflicts often are not 
important in themselves but as a 
vehicle for avoiding loo great a level 
of intimacy with the other. To 
achieve this aim, otherwise irrele- 
vant conflicts may break out. “The 
question for us becomes what fac- 
tors lead one party in a relationship 
to fear intimacy with another?". 


Psychology 
of conflict

THE KAPLANS and Rouhana ex- 
amined the history and behaviour of 
three Arab-Islamic countries 
(Egypt, Turkey and Tunisia), as well 
as that of the Palestinians, their al- 
titude toward Israel, Russia and the 
U.S. Results show that a strong 
sense of national identity seems to 
be a sufficient and necessary pre- 
condition to accept Israel. Turkey, 
for example, has internalized the 
Western idea of nationalism and is 
experiencing a continuing process 
of Europeanization. Though Turkey 
objected to the UN partition plan in 
1947, it recognized Israel soon after 
proclamation of the state without 
sparking internal rebellions. 

Tunisia, annexed by the French 
in 1881, remained quite indepen- 
dent on a psychological level, keep- 
ing its speciaJ traditions and own ad- 
min istration. Fully independent 
since 1954, it has never been as 
thrilled by the pan-Arab ideal as has 
the Arab East, Kaplan points out. 
As far back as 1965, Tunisia (under 
Habib Bourguiba) proposed 
recognition of Israel within the 1947 
frontiers in exchange for the Palesti- 
nian refugees’ repatriation. 


Whatever the practicability of 
Bourguiba's vision, the study stres- 
ses, it was remarkable in that he 
dared speak publicly "on such a sen- 
sitive topic. 

AS FOR Egypt, it departed 
somewhat from the common 
destiny of the Islamic states with the 
British occupation in 1882, Kaplan 
remarks. Egypt has an ancient 
national past independent oflslam, 
and unlike other frontline states in 
the Arab-Israeli conflict, it is 
situated in Africa rather than in 
Asia. 

Egypt was a leader in pan- 
Arabism, reflected in the abortive 
attempts to form unions with Syria 
and Libya, in its great ambivalence 
towards the West and general 
implacability towards Israel — in 
the Arab mind the very symbol of 
Western imperialism. Under Sadat. 
Egypt has taken a far different turn, 
the authors note. 

“The four peoples can be ordered 
in the security of a national self and 
the time in which it solidified. 
Turkey's national self came earliest 
and in some ways was uninter- 


rupted. Tunisia also has a relatively 
strong sense of independence, re- 
jected pan-Arabism, was less 
negative towards the West than 
many Arab countries and was ready 
to discuss peace with Israel as early 
as 1965.” 

Egypt had a more troubled sense 
of seif, one that was late emerging, 
the study points out. Under Nasser, 
pan-Arabism often seemed to sub- 
stitute for Egyptian national in- 
terests but with Sadat, the country 
has seemed to acquire a national 
sense of self. 

The Palestinians to this day are in 
search of a national self. They are 
less diffuse and ideological than in 
the past, but they are still insecure. 

On the other side of the conflict, 
Kaplan notes that while the struggle 
of the Arab world has involved dif- 
ferentiation of self from the all- 
absorbing Islamic environment, the 
struggle of the Jews has been the 
opposite. The Jew has been rejected 
because he is different. He seeks ac- 
ceptance. On the surface, Israel 
seems to be different and has been 
excluded on the international level, 
as the individual Jew has been oh 
the interpersonal level. "The Arab 
refusal to shake hands with him in a 
meeting is the equivalent of not 
recognizing him as a human being.” 

The Palestinians need to in- 
dividuate before they can attach 
while Jews need attachment before 
they can individuate, he sums up. 
Nothing can be achieved before 
each party recognizes where the 
other stands and changes its ap- 
proach accordingly.

For a DC 10 the sav- 
ing is DM140, for a 727 it is DM112, 
and for a European Airbus DM90. 

Weber considers that the “most 
dramatic” weight-saving so far has 
been for the long-haul, wide-bodied 
airliners to carry less water for their 
galleys and toilet basins. 

Detailed studies established the 
correct average amounts of water 
needed for varying numbers of pas- 


around the world could save a bil- 
lion dollars a year in fuel bills by fly- 
ing with the wind. 

That’s the conclusion of a 20- 
mdnth fuel-saving study by the 
National Aeronautics and Space 
Administration (NASA) in coopera- 
tion with Canada, Britain and the 
Netherlands. 

But the study also says more 
detailed weather data are necessary 
to enable airlines to plot flights to 
take greater advantage of 
favourable winds. 

Robert Steinberg, who headed 
the study conducted by NASA’s 
Lewis Research Centre, outside 
Cleveland, says flying with a 
tailwind instead of a headwind 
makes a big difference in the quan- 
tity of fuel burned by commercial 
planes. 

Steinberg estimates U.S. airlines 
— the major American carriers lost 
a record 5400m. in 1980 — could 
save between 5100m. and S200m. a 
year. 

NASA estimates that the com- 
mercial aviation industry now 
spends between 536 b. and $40b. for 
fuel annually, representing more 
than 40 per cent of overall operating 
costs. 

To- illustrate the importance of 
wind on fuel economy, Steinberg 
cites the following example: 

A commercial jet flying at a nor- 
mal cruising speed of 800 kph can 
cover 1,600 km in two hours. But a 


Roof tar rip-offs — beware!

TEL AVIV. — If you try to save 
money on tarring your roof, you 
may end up paying more later to 
repair the damage caused by leaks. 
So warned Zvi Or, manager of the 
Aleph Aleph Bet insulation and 
waterproofing company at a press 
conference here on Sunday. 

Since tar comes from oil, its price 
has sky-rocketed over the last few 
years. Bitumen No. 7525, the tar 
designed for roofs, now costs about 
IS 1,500 a ton, twice as much as the 
tar used in road construction. 

Or said some contractors take ad- 
vantage of consumers’ lack of 
knowledge and use road tar for 
roofs. "The tar used to make 
asphalts for roads doesn't need the 
elasticity required for the tar on the 
roof which has to expand and con- 
tract with temperature changes,” 
Or explained. 

Or told consumers how to protect 
themselves. First, he advised, don’t 
accept a price quoted over the 
phone. Ask the contractor to come 
see the roof. The condition of the 
roof may dictate the type of work 
needed. 

Secondly, if at all possible, ex- 
amine the. contractor’s premises or 
check if the contractor is registered 
as a company. A nice office or com- 
pany registration are no guarantees, 
of course, but a contractor with an 
office or company is less likely to be 
here today and gone tomorrow. 


Thirdly, the consumer should de- 
mand a written statement of the 
price and the work to be done and, 
after the job is finished, a written 
guarantee. 

Fourthly, the consumer should 
demand that the bitumen be 
provided in barrels, which he should 
count before and after the work is 
done. A kilo and a quarter is re- 
quired per square metre of roof; if 
more than one coat is to be applied, 
this figure should be multiplied by 
the number of coats. There are 190 
kilograms of bitumen in each barrel. 

Lastly, the consumer should ask 
to see the supplier’s bill for the 
bitumen to make sure the number is 
the one used for roofs and not 6070 
(road tar) or some other type. 

Or said it is i mportant to paint the 
roof every summer. If this is done, 
and if the tarring is done properly, it 
should only be necessary to tar the 
roof once every six years.

Consumers urge; car 
insurance reform

TEL AVIV. — Easily readable 
automobile insurance policies with 
a clearer description of the respon- 
sibilities of insurance companies are 
two of the demands presented 
recently by the Histadrut's Central 
Consumer Authority (CCA) to in- 
surance authorities in the Treasupr.

Steinberg says air temperatures 
also affect fuel economy because jet 
engines usually operate more ef- 
ficiently in the colder atmosphere at • 
high altitudes. 

The NASA expert wants more 
global weather data provided to the 
airlines to help them plan their long- 
distance flights with a view to saving 
fuel. 

“With more timely and more 
detailed reports on winds at 
altitudes from 15,000 to 45,000 feet, 
commercial carriers worldwide 
could save as much as a billion dol- 
lars a year in fuel costs,” he says. 

Steinberg says worldwide weather 
information is mainly gathered in 
four ways: from satellite observa- 
tion, from balloons, from in-flight 
pilot reports, and from ships at sea. 

This information is fed into com- 
puters but, according to the NASA 
study, is often outdated when called 
up by the airlines to plan the routes 
of their long-distance flights. 

Steinberg says trained 
meteorologists should be used more 
to add an interpretative dimension 
to the computerized data that 
machines as yet cannot do. 

‘This would enable pilots to fly 
routes that could more often take 
advantage of the most favourable 
wind and temperature conditions 
aloft," Steinberg says.

Cuckoo clock a

MUNICH.' — Next to beer, 
Beethoven, beetle-shaped cars and 
sausageshaped dogs, the cuckoo 
clock is probably the most intrin- 
sically German of products. 

For better or worse, its days seem 
to be numbered. At least those of 
the industry that produces cuckoo 
clocks, most of which are made in 
•the Black Forest region. During the 
past decade sales, both on the 
domestic market and for export, 
have taken a nosedive. 

In I970, - according to Prof. 
Richard Muehe, curator of the 
German Clock Museum in the 
Black Forest town of Furtwangen, 
the region’s clock and watchmakers 
produced a record 717,500 cuckoo 
clocks. Nearly 90 per cent of them 
were exported, primarily to the U.S. 
but also to England and France. 
Last year production was down to 
250,000. 

Interest in the elaborately carved 


saves 280 kilos. 

Another engineer dreamed up a 
plan to scrap all the containers in 
which cargo and luggage is carried 
in the. holds, and to replace them 
with a lighter, tougher version. The 
plan meant a big investment, but it 
is estimated that with the fuel saved, 
rfie investment will be recouped in 
M2 months. 

It was also decided to install a 
new lightweight and more comfor- 
table seat in three new 747s. As 
each seat saves 3.5 kilos and as each 
jumbo has 360 of them, the saving* 
on each airliner is more than one 
ton. 

These are all moves to remove 
physical weight from aircraft, but 
Lufthansa has also discovered that 
it can save fuel by intelligent use of i 
aviation electronics (avionics) 
systems. 

The airline’s engineers have j 
designed a performance data com- j 
puter for the 727 fleet, which can . 
save between 3 and 4 per cent- of 1 
fuel. The pilots dial into the com- 
puter before each flight the weight 
of the aircraft, other variables such 
as the outside temperature, and the 
points over which it will fly on the 
way. The computer will then adjust, 
through the autopilot, the climb pnd 
the descent, from 30.000 ft,, so that 
hardly a drop of fuel .is wasted. 

Lufthansa is also investigating the 
possibility of its airliners putting out 
their landing flaps later than is the 
normal practice. This would result 
in less drag and would save about 
170 kilos of fuel on- every approach. 
As with all the weight-saving ideas, 
the influence on safety is being 
minutely scrutinized. 

Lufthansa also realizes that very 
few airliners actually fly in a straight 
line, but proceed along their course 
with varying degrees of sideslip — 
that is, at a slight horizontal angle. 
This, too, bumps up fuel consump- 
tion. One degree of sideslip on a 727 
could mean a 1 .06 per cent increase 
in fuel used. 

On early biplanes the degree of 
sideslip could be estimated by the 
angle that the pilot’s scarf was blow- 
ing off centre. But today there is no 
sideslip indicator, and following a 
series of in-flight experiments with a 
sideslip sensor fitted to a Lufthansa 
747, the airline is asking Airbus to 
fit such a device to its A310s. 

Computer, print-outs of the air- 
borne experiments proved that even 
airplanes in an as-new condition 
on some flights had up to one 
degree of sideslip for several hours. 
On the A3 10, the indicator will be 
. linked to the flight management 
system, and this will automatically 
correct any straying from “the 
straight and ' narrow" fuel-saving 
path.

In desperation, some clock 
manufacturers have turned to the 
extremes of kitsch in order to keep 
a foot in the market.

“cuckoo, cuckoo,” but sings a pop* 
ular ditty. “La Paloma," for exam- 
ple.

Haifa factory may send 
100 workers ‘on vacation’

HAIFA." — Israel Petrochemical 
Industries (IPI) may soon send 100 
of the workers at its polyethylene 
plant on “vacation” for several 
weeks&ecausc of drastic produc- 
tion cutbacks, IPI managing direc- 
tor, Yair Rotem, said yesterday. 

Rotem said IPI is cutting down its 
production of polyethylene becuase 
the 15,000 tons it already has in 
.stock— -enough to supply the focal 
market for five months-— -cannot be 
exported. On the cutbacks’s 
ramifications -for .workers, Rotem 
assured, “At this stage, there is not 
talk ofTayoffs.” 

The -price of plastic derivatives in 
most foreign markets has dropped 
sharply .during the past year, 
because of the steady devaluation of' 
European currency, he explained. 
This" and the high price the govern- 
ment demands for locally produced 
ethylene used In the manufacture of 
polyethylene, have made export un- 
profitable, he said. . 

. “We had an agreement with the 


government on the basic price for 
ethelyne and baphtha . (an other in- 
gredient of polyethylene). For the 
past 16 months, however, tile Fuel 
Authority in the Eneigy Ministry 
has chosen to ignore it”, Rotem 
charged. 

Since local ethylene production 
began, IPI has bought some IOOjOOO 
tons — at a price much higher than 
the one agreed upon. Rotem claims 
that as a result IPI paid 510 m. more 
for ethylene than it would have had 
the government honoured its agree- 
ment. IPI is demanding this sum 
from the Fuel Authority, and 
negotiations on the matter are un- 
der way, he said. 

Rotem strongly denied reports 
that the company is considering 
closing down the polyethylene plant 
and firing all 150 employees. “It 
isn’t true either that we are forcing 
them to take unpaid leave. Most are 
veteran workers who have ac- 
cumulated long vacations 
throughout the years and we may 
request them to use some”, be said. 


Merchants’ stand on wages 
splits economic organization

TEL AVIV. — The Coordinating 
Bureau of the Economic Organiza- 
tions (CBEO)- which so far has 
presented a united front in its 
negotiations with the Histadrut and 
the government, cracked earlier this 
week when it decided not to repre- 
sent the general merchants associa- 
tion in future labour negotiations. 

This was because BrinrinTarijr 
supports the Hfrtadrul’s demand to 
link cosf-of-livmg wage* increases by 
100 per, cent to rises br ibe con- 
sumer pfxx index, while the CBEO, 
its parent organization, supports 
only 80-per-cent linkage. .The as- 
sociation favours the frill allowance 
because it would reduce the number 
of strikes. 

A spokesman for the CBEO 


noted that during the past two 
years, the number of strikes in all 
sectors had declined by about SO 
per cent. Therefore, the reasoning 
of the merchants association was 
not valid. Moreover, the merchants 
took their decision without con- 
sulting the CBEO whose members 
would have tried to persuade 
merchants to review their stand. 

The merchants association is only 
sane-'&fth^ 16 grtwpfc' Comprising the 
CBEO, and its weight within the 
organization is described as “not 
great”. Other groups with much 
greater influence are the manufac- 
turers association, the farmers 
federation, the hotel association, 
the diamond merchants, the as- 
sociation of the banks, the artisans 
association and the association of 
life insurance companies. 


Pre-fab construction meet

Participants at the 1 0th inter- 
national congress of the pre-cast 
concrete industry will discuss new 
trends in building and visit sites in 
Israel when they meet in Jerusalem 
from September 21-26,- congress 
president Eiazar Nir said on Mon- 
day. ' 

Speaking at a press conference in 
Tel Aviv, Nir said about 1,000 
engineers, construction company 
representatives and concrete 
manufacturers from 22 countries 
would gather at Binyenei Ha’uma to 
hear some. 100 papers on the use of 
. new bufldmg materials, -investment 
and financing of new developments 
and problems of standards and 
aesthetic construction. 

“There are* no revolutions in the 
industry. U’s really quite . conser- 
vative” Nir noted. 

-But he said that the use of new 
light-weight concretes and the 
development of reinforced con- 


cretes that reduce costs by using 
glass, fibres or synthetic substances 
instead of steel have piqued 
builders’ interest in the past few 
years and would be among the 
topics discussed at the congress. 

The participants will also tour 
housing projects in Jerusalem, Car- 
miel and Arad and visit construc- 
tion material manufacturers. 
"There are few countries in the 
world where there are so many new 
cities as in Israel. We have 
something to show and the congress 
will also advance the industry 
here ” Nir said. 

Nir said that while Israel has the 
' potential to build about 19.000 pre- 
cast concrete units a year, ft only 
: produces about half to two-thirds of 
that amount. He said that to con- 
struct pre-cast units requires only 
about 11 man hours per square 
metre compared to 17-18 man hours 
for housing. Eighteen Israeli firms 
manufacture prefabricated and pre- 
- cast units here.

Chamber of 
Commerce, said that the chamber 
was doing all it could to help first- 
time Israeli exporters to break into 
the British market. Fashion exports 
from Israel to Britain had risen 
“dramatically” in the past couple of 
years despite difficult economic cir- , 
cum stances, he said.

How a tyro 
tapped the sun

TEL AVIV. — Haim Cygler would 
probably be a strong supporter of 
the claim that Israel is the land of 
opportunity for new immigrants. 
The 37-year old Cygler, & newly- 
Orthodox. Jew came here from 
France in *1970, and found employ- 
ment as a physicist in the 
laboratories of the ministry of in- 
dustry and trade. 

But soon he became fascinated 
with the subject of harnessing the 
sun’s energy to heal water. He did 
market research with a view to ex- 
porting Israeli solar collectors, but 
discovered that the major firms in, 
the field were already represented’ 
abroad, and there really was no 
room for a beginner in the field. On 
the other hand, he found that in 
France there was good demand for 
this type of product. Unable to 
obtain a reliable .and continuous 
supply of Israeli-made solar collec- 
tors, he decided to manufacture his 
own. 

Aiming at the production' of a 
solar collector with durability and 
capable of collecting a large quan- 
tity of energy at low. cost he 
developed one which uses a copper 
pipe and copper sheeting slightly 
thicker than 0.1 millimetre. 

For the piping he imports a selec- 
tive coating from the National 
Aeronautics and Space Agency 
(NASA) in the U.S. “We think it is 
the best of its type in the world,” he 
said. The collector produced by 
Solpel Ltd., his Jerusalem-based 
plant, includes a near-hermetic seal- 
ing to prevent heat from escaping. 

The company has sold more than 
i,50D units since its inception a year 
and a half ago. The plant employs 
12 workers and can manufacture 
2,000 solar collectors a month. Cur- 
rently a trial shipment is being 
evaluated in France and Cygler 
hopes this will mark the beginning 
of export orders for the fledgling 
company.

Role for the Knesset 

THE NEW strategic cooperation relationship between Israel and the 
U.S. that emerged from Premier Begin's discussions w-ilh President 
Reagan last week, does not amount to a treaty alliance. That 
assurance was delivered by Mr. Begin at an improvised press con- 
ference on his return to the country yesterday. 

This may come as a relief. A treaty alliance — in the form of a 
mutual defence pact — is what J. William Fulbright, then a U.S. 
senator, proposed over a decade ago. The senator's main purpose 
was to keep this country firmly under America's control: Israel would 
withdraw to the old armistice lines, everywhere, in exchange for a 
formal U.S. security guarantee. Because that was its main intent, the 
idea did not recommend itself very much to Jerusalem. 

The idea deserved to be turned down for another reason, too: 
because it would, presumably, have committed Israel to ac- 
tively assist the U.S. in the pursuit of American goals in the region 
even if they did not necessarily have a great deal, if anything, in com- 
mon with Israel's own. 

For his own reasons. Mr. Begin is a firm believer in the concept of 
an American-Israeli mutual defence pact. He reiterated his belief 
yesterday, along with the familiar line about refusing to court 
American refusal by initiating any official suggestion to this effect. If, 
on the other hand, the U.S. offered it to Israel, he would recommend 
acceptance of such a pact to the cabinet. i 

Why he would do so. Mr. Begin has never bothered to explain 
publicly. Yet the mere announcement of his support for the idea is 
tantamount to a formal commitment to it on behalf of the entire 
cabinet', indeed on behalf of the nation as a whole. 

The Knesset has never yet challenged the premier on this point, 
and his assurance that the strategic cooperation deal, such as it is, 
does no; amount to a treaty of alliance, is liable to put parliament to 
sleep again. There is. however, an argument to be made in favour of 
casting whatever deal does finally emerge in a formal instrument that 
will bear the Knesset’s considered opinion and ratification. 

for the moment there is still a wide disparity between the Israeli 
and the American views of what that deal might entail. If the Israeli 
maximalist concept prevails, it would oblige the IDF to take action, 
at least in the air, beyond the country's borders to protect U.S. in- 
terests — even though in the name of the common interest in checking 
Soviet expansion. This would involve a thorough overhaul of 
traditional strategic doctrine, and it must not be done by ad- 
ministrative fiat alone. 

The Israeli concept may not in the end be acceptable to the 
Americans, if only because of protests by their Arab friends. But 
even the severely limited U.S. version raises issues of principle whose 
resolution cannot be left to executive discretion: for example, the 
degree of Israeli responsibility for, and entitlement to. U.S. military 
stockpiles to be placed in this country. 

In Washington the suggestion has already been made that the new 
strategic relationship between the two countries, whatever its precise 
ambit, should be submitted by President Reagan to the Senate as a 
solemn treaty commitment. Premier Begin should do the same. 
Israeli law, it is true, does not require parliamentary assent for 
treaties. But governments, including Mr. Begin's, have been bringing 
important treaties to the Knesset for its ratification. That was the 
procedure adopted in respect of the Camp David agreements and the 
peace Treaty with Egypt: 

Although a deal for strategic cooperation with the U.S. is not the 
equivalent of a treaty of alliance, it deserves to be aired in public and 
to undergo Knesset scrutiny before it becomes the law of the land. 

Sadat vs the Kremlin 

DURING his 11 years as Egypt’s ruler, there has never been any 
great love lost between Anwar Sadat and the Kremlin's leadership, 
even when his country was, or seemed to be, a satellite of the Soviet 
Union. 

For one thing, President Sadat has never forgiven the Soviets their 
failure to back him in his takeover of state power following the death 
of Gamal Abdul-Nasser. The Soviets, for their part, have never 
forgiven Anwar Sadat his later sacking of their man in Cairo, Vice- 
President Ali Sabry. in 1971, nor the expulsion from Egypt a year 
later of some 17,000 Soviet experts, or the abrogation of the Soviet- 
Egyptian friendship treaty in 1976. 

This week, however, ties between Egypt and Soviet Russia hit near 
rock bottom with the ouster of Soviet Ambassador Sergei Polyakov 
and six embassy aides, the abolition of the military attache offices in 
both Cairo and Moscow, and the cancellation of the contracts of all 
the Soviet experts still working in Egypt, some 1,500 of them. 

The reason given for these harsh measures was the Kremlin's close 
involvement in the recently discovered plotting against President 
Sadat's regime. 

That there was some truth to the Egyptian charge can hardly be 
doubted. The Soviets have long been after Mr. Sadat's head, trying to 
reach it both directly and through their chief agent in the area, 
Libya's Muammar Gaddafi. But it would require more proof than has 
sc far been adduced to establish a massive link between the Kremlin 
and the 1 .700 Moslem extremists and political oppositionists rounded 
up by the Egyptian police last week. 

Of those arrested, only the Moslem fundamentalist groups posed 
any real threat to Anwar Sadat's rule, and these, it would seem, were 
not. for the most pan. very likely to collaborate with the Soviet am- 
bassador and his men: At least not knowingly. 

Mr. Sadat's anti-Soviet move is plainly related to his big 
crackdown on the regime's adversaries, but in a somewhat different 
way perhaps. First, it may have been meant to appease American 
public opinion, or in any case media opinion, which was scandalized 
by what i( viewed as a melancholy retreat from democracy in Egypt. . 

Secondly, it may have been designed to create a credible outside 
enemy through whom the Egyptian people could be effectively un- 
ited — including those among them who, white they cast their ballots 
for the president in the referendum that followed the purge, 
remained somewhat sceptical of its necessity. 

Which is not to say that President Sadat did noLhave solid enough 
reasons to take the opposition head-on. as he did.

rTM A SOVIET historian 
I claims to have discovered 

iH.fl linguistic links between a 
Siberian tribe and the ancient peo- 
ples of Mesopotamia and Italy. 

Prof. Vitaly Balyavski of 
Leningrad found words used by the 
4,000-strong Selkup tribe that, in 
phonetics and meaning, are similar 
to those used by the long-extinct 
Sumerians and Etruscans. 

His discovery, along with clay 
tablets, inscriptions and other 
evidence found in various parts of 
the world, led Balyavski to believe 
in the former existence of a 
“protopeople" who "laid the foun- 
dations of civilization from the 
Tigris and Euphrates to the Alps 
and central Eurasia."

NEGOTIATING 

SOVEREIGNTY 

SHOSHANA KLEBANOFF critically examines the" idea of 
opening bases on Israeli soil to the U.S. defence establishment. 
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THE OFFER of Israeli bases for 
use by the U.S. Air Force is not a 
new policy. Neither is the offer of 
Israeli harbours for use by the U.S. 
Sixth Fleet a novel policy. Both of- 
fers, for similar reasons, have been 
politely but firmly declined by tbe 
Pentagon time and again. 

The last public knowledge that 
we have of such an offer was that it 
was made by Ezer Weizman on his 
official visit to Washington last 
year. Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, in fact, carried to 
Washington the same message that 
his bounced minister of defence had 
carried there. Unless Begin had any 
knowledge of a drastic change of 
heart in the Pentagon, why did he 
bother to bring up the same worn- 
out ideas, which have already been 
thrashed out innumerable times. 

Begin's offer to turn Israel into an 
American arsenal for the Middle 
East is a most surprising turn. One 
cannot know to what extent he con- 
sulted on this point with members of 
his cabinet. It may well be asked 
whether on purely "constitutional*’ 
grounds, Begin can make such an 
offer without first airing it in an 
open and public discussion through 
the Knesset and the media. 

What does, in fact, a stockpile 
base email? From a practical point 
of view, at least it raises two initial 
problems: a) who is going to defend 
it? b) who is going to defend the 
defender? 

At least two options exist. One is 
that Israel leases out parts and 


SINCE Menachem Begin's govern- 
ment came to power, Israel’s rating 
in the world’s popularity polls has 
sagged. The world's press has 
become, for the most part, openly 
hostile. 

It was critical in Labour times, 
but not hostile. There are objective 
reasons for this deterioration, 
notably the growing propensity 
among Western governments to 
placate the Arabs. But that is not 
the whole story. Begin has in- 
troduced a new and thoroughly un- 
palatable version of Israel's world- 
philosophy. In doing so, he has 
made life easier for his country’s 
enemies. 

Israel's true interests are the same 
as they were before the J977 elec- 
tions. The solutions that apply today 
are no different. Begin has managed 
to obscure that fact with his rhetoric 
and strong-am) tactics. The world is 
confused. Nobody knows what 
Israelis peace proposals are; some 
profess to doubt whether any peace 
proposals exist. 

Under Labour, Israel did not 
claim sovereignty over the West 
Bank. It was ready to give up areas 
beyond the Green Line that were 
Arab-inhabited, and it offered to 
draw a new border. Israel would re- 
tain only those stretches — prac- 
tically empty of Arab inhabitants — 
that were essential for Israel's 
defence. 

Arab governments would not 
agree. They wanted everything 
back, populated and unpopulated 
areas together. Western powers 
tended to support what was con- 
veniently labelled “the return of 
Arab territories,’’ but they had 
some understanding of Israel’s 
problem. The Jewish desire to sit 
down and negotiate with the Arabs 
in order to hammer out, on a basis 
of give-and-take, a reasonable 
settlement, was viewed not without 
sympathy. 

Comes Begin, and all that logical 
edifice is turned on its head. Instead 
of defence needs, the talk is of tbe 
sacred right of the Jewish people to 
all Palestine. Instead of compromise 
(joint sovereignty, shared 
sovereignty), the topic on the 
agenda is Israeli sovereignty over, 
the entire disputed territories. 
Instead of Jewish settlements in 
strategic areas void of Arab inhabi- 
tants, settlements are springing up 
everywhere. 

The tone is new: defiant, hector- 
ing. Sweet reason has flown out of 
the window; heard arc angry 
recriminations, sometimes against- 


parcels of this country to be 
defended by the lessee under con- 
tractual terms, under which the les- 
see may lake exception to any 
responsibility for the lessor's safe 
being. In this case, Israel will create 
in its midst a situation similar to that 
of Guantanamo Base in Cube, from 
which any number of scenarios can 
be concocted. 

If, on the other hand. Begin ex- 
pects that the lessee (i.e. the United 
States) will assume responsibility for 
the safety and territorial integrity of 
the lessor (i.e. Israel), he is in fact 
openly declaring that he is out to 
outfox the Pentagon into an al- 
liance. Besides being a dis- 
honourable maneuver by which to 
achieve a mutual defence treaty — 
assuming that the Pentagon will fall 
for it — such an arrangement will 
also ipso facto cancel any of Begin's 
most cherished hopes to extend 
Israeli sovereignty over the whole of 
Eretz Israel, which is the only raison 
d'etre of the Herut movement. 

A second ' option . is that it is 
Begin's intention to open up the 
whole country indiscriminately for 
American strategic interests and 
turn it into an air and naval base 
with American GIs and marines 
scouting around everywhere. Then 
why did Begin wage the fantastic, 
almost legendary, revolt of the 
Irgun against the British mandate 
system? A stockpile base, a strategic 
arsenal, win be worse than even the 
Guantanamo Base is for Cuba, for it 
will reduce Israel to the status of a 


colony — with Cyprus being the 
most glaring example of the truth of 
this. In 1878, as a result of the Berlin 
Congress, England was allowed to 
use Cyprus as a place d'armes. The 
rest is well-known history. 

IF ISRAEL is used as an American 
arsenal, as aUJS.place d’armes. then 
the Pentagon will insist that all 
security precautions are handed 
over to the American armed forces, 
with the IDF fulfilling a slightly 
more glorious role than that of the 
supernumerary police gaffirs 
alongside Wave 11 's Black Watch 
regiments. If Zahal insists on 
defending the American stockpiles, 
the question still to be asked is who 
is going to defend Zahal against hits 
that are aimed not against Israel, 
but against the U.S.? And finally, 
who has empowered Begin to turn 
the IDF into American Janissary 
legions. 

The bare bones of the fasts on the 
American side are that neither the 
Pentagon nor the State. Department 
wishes any closer association with 
Israel than either already has. The 
truth is that Begin was carrying non- 
offers to Washington, because his 
briefcase was empty. He had 
nothing to trade in for American 
militaiy rapprochement with Saudia, 
and it is about time to ask: why not 
bank, for a change, on American 
honour, integrity and morality, all 
those things that the school books 
tell us are at the basis of U.S. 
foreign policy and the American 
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way of life, and without which even 
a signed treaty is nothing but a scrap 
of paper. 

A small nation, even while main- 
taining its highest military 
preparedness, may find out soon 
that it has little to offer in kind to a 
world power, but it can spread 
havoc if it appears to leave its bigger 
partner ethically stark naked and 
demoralized. Such a situation, if it 
ever arises, would be the lesson of 
Vietnam in reverse. 

Ze'ev Jabotinsky himself said that 
in the final analysis the future 
Jewish state would have to depend 
on the world’s conscience. In a 
world that Jabotinsky did not know.

THESE PAPERS are distorting 
Israel’s policies, but there is a 
kernel of truth on which they fasten. 
Tjiyo reasons account for Begin’s 
verbal inflexibility. One is that die 
speaks that way; his' oratorical 
tirades, calling on the names of his 
father and mother, are a ciy of 
defiance from the one-time 
resistance leader. 

The other, more intellectual, 
reason is his response to a dilemma 
facing the Labour politicians.
